Washington, Feb. 9.—Three proposi­ 
tions differing jnaterlally as to methods 
were presented to the senate yesterday 
for the relief of the Cuban insurgents. 
Allen of Nebraska offered as an amend­ 
ment to the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bill a resolution recogniz­ 
ing the belligerency of the Insurgents, 
and said that he hoped thus to atford 
the senate an opportunity to vote on 
that proposition. Cannon of Utah of­ 
fered a resolution urging the president 
to notify the kingdom of Spain that If It 
did not recognize the independence of 
the Cuban republic before March 4, 1898, 
the United States would recognize the 
belligerency of the Cubans and within 
ninety days thereafter would assert the 
Independence of the Cuban republic. Ma­ 
son (Illinois)'followed with a resolution 
requesting the president to notify Spain 
that the Cuban war m ust cease at once 
and declare the intention of the United 
States to restore and m aintain peace 
on the island of Cuba. 
Both Cannon 
and Mason gave notice of their inten­ 
tion to speak upon their resolutions to­ 
day. 


To F orce U» In to a W ar. 


Referring to the foregoing a gentle­ 
man here remarked last evening: “The 
purpose of this opening of the discussion 
of the Cuban situation Is plainly under­ 
stood to everybody. 
It Is to force the 
president's hands, and to compel him, if 
possible, to abandon his pacificatory 
policy and take action which will hasten 
the climax. It is evident that Cuba will 
give us no rest. It continues to fill the 
first place In the eyes of Washington, 
and apparently In the attention of the 
outside public. 
There are daily addi­ 
tions to the m aterials which may cause 
an explosion. 
Explosives are scattered 
all over the landscape, and the diplo­ 
matic branch of the government Is per­ 
forming police duty In subduing the 
spirit of trouble which appears to be 
rife and in preventing the commission 
af any overt act which might precipitate 
the two nations into a war.*’

l)usines9 was done in the senate. 
In 
executive 
session 
Pettigrew began a 
speech that was not comp «ted at ad­ 
journment; In fact his speech promised 
to throw 
Morgan’s 
efforts Into 
the 
shade, as Pettigrew’s talk 
yesterday 
was a continuation of a speech he “took 
recess on” a week ago. 
He attacked 
the argument that Hawaii is a necessity 
for defensive purposes. “It is as absurd," 
exclaimed the senator, “to talk of de­ 
fending San Francisco from Hawaii as 
It is to talk of defending New York from 
Ireland, for the distance is about the 
same.” 
Pettigrew at 5 o’clock 
an­ 
nounced that he had not concluded his 
speech, but would continue today. Tht 
right of Hon. Henry W. Corbett to a 
seat in the senate from Oregon occupied 
the senate’s attention for two hours.

A New York telegram says that the 
Cuban Junta there has given out copies 
of an alleged letter signed "Enrique 
Dupuy de Lome,” minister of Spain at 
Washington, and a-ddressed

Jcse 
Canalejas, who went to Cuba last Sep­ 
tember as Premier Sagasta’s personal 
representative. In this letter the Span­ 
ish minister refers to President McKin­ 
ley as "weak and catering to the rab­ 
ble.” and as a "low politician, who de­ 
sires to stand well with the jingoes of 
his party.” The Junta insists that the 
letter Is genuine, and says it was stolen 
from Canalejas. 
W hen 
a copy 
was 
shown to Minister De Lome he prompt­ 
ly pronounced it a forgery. An offlcial 
of the state department discussing the 
m ater said: "De Lome did not write the 
letter. The Cuban Junta'has been im­ 
posed upon by somebody.” 


H ouse Dittcusitcfl a Content, 


W ashington, Feb. 9.—The house yes­ 
terday entered upon the consideration 
of the Aidrlch-Plowman contested elec­ 
tion case from the Fourth Alabama dis­ 
trict. 
The majority of the committee 
reported in favor of seating the Repub­ 
lican candidate on the ground of con­ 
spiracy, an allegation vigorously denied 
by the Democratic majority. Plowman’s 
plurality on the face of the returns was 
2,967. 
The majority of the committee 
revised the figures so as to give Aldrich 
plurality of 342. Plowman, the sitting 
member, is a Depiocrat, and Aldrich 
was the Populist and Republican can­ 
didate. The motion was pending at ad­ 
journment. 


L liiuor Men W ant a Chnnge. 


Washington, Feb. 9. — A delegation 
representing the distilling anti whole­ 
sale liquor Interests of the country, ap­ 
peared before the ways apa means com­ 
mittee yesterday to urge an amendment 
of the internal revenue laws so that 
"out age” shall be allowed on liquor 
held In bond beyond four years.

U nited Slat«« Blarlnen Landt^d to P ro tect 
th e CoiiHulate—O ther Factii. 


Washington, Feb. 9.—In a dispatch 
from Captain Leutze, commanding the 
U. S. S. Alert, now at San Juan del Sui 
Nicaragua, the commander Informs the 
navy department that he has landed 
marines to protect the United States 
consulate. Hlsdlspatch indicates that the 
revolution in' Nicaragua is assuming a 
serious phase. 
In 
a 
telegram sent 
Monday Captain Leutze iald the revo­ 
lutionists had taken possession* of the 
city of San Juan del Sur, and that the 
government troops were digging rifle 
pits in the suburl)s preparatory to m ak­ 
ing an attem pt to dislodge them. Yes­ 
terday he telegraphed that the govern­ 
ment forces were attiicklng the city. 
San Juan del Sur Is near the western 
terminus of the Nicaragua canal, and is 
a cable station. The United States has 
three warship near the scene of the dis­ 
turbance and ample measures will be 
taken to protect American interests. 


Yesterday afternoon another cable­ 
gram was received at the navy depart­ 
ment, telling of the progress of the rev­ 
olutionary movement. The captain said 
that he hAd landed a force for the pro­ 
tection of the United States consulate, 
and as the government forces had given 
notice of their Intention to bombard the 
town he had taken on the Alert all of 
the women and children who cared for 
refuge. The bombardment began Mon­ 
day, and In the end the rebels were 
driven out of town, which was entered 
and taken possession of by the govern­ 
ment troops. 
The rebels retreated to­ 
wards the Interior of the country. The 
opinion among the Central Americans 
here is that the Insurrection has been a 
mistake from the beginning, and that It 
is doomed to failure, owing to the prep­ 
arations made by President Zelaya to 
meet the storm. 
The outcome of this 
uprising is aw’aited with much Interest 
because it is the first real test that has 
been made of the ability of the greater 
Republic to carry out that part of the 
tripartite agreement that pledges united 
efforts to suppress rebellion In any one 
state. 


He Prcttents a F inn for a R eileeniable Gov­ 
ern m e n t C urrency. 


FalTfleld, la., Feb. 9. — Ex-Governor 
Horace Boles made an address on the 
financial question here last night. 
It 
was his first utterance on the subject 
since 
the publication of the 
widely 
quoted letters In which he denied the 
sacred and irrevocable nature of party 
platforms, and Insisted that the battle 
for free coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1 having been fought under the 
most favorable circumstances and the 
demand defeated at the polls the Demo­ 
cratic party should abandon the finan­ 
cial plank of 1896 and endeavor to rally 
on new ground. 
His speech last night 
embodied a plan for a redeemable gov- 
ernmi nt currency upon which he thinks 
all Democrats should be able to agree. 


Ex-Governor Boles said in part: 
“lu 
less than another decade the national 
banks will hold the purse-strings of this 
government, and in the United States 
will wield a power before which thrones 
have crumbled and republics have dis­ 
appeared, or they will be upon the high­ 
road to final and complete extlnctiim.

Chicago, Feb. 9.—Yesterday's session 
of the fish and game conference was en­ 
tirely given up to a discussion of the 
game laws. There was a consensus of 
opinion that persons who seek to take 
advantage of the hunting seasons in 
the northwestern states should be de­ 
barred from finding a m arket for the 
game they kill. A resolution was passed 
recommending that hunters of deer and 
large game be compelled to take out 
licenses on the basis of $l a season for 
resident hunters and $2.50 a season for 
non-resident hunters. 


Such a law is now in effect In Michi­ 
gan and Wisconsin, and according to 
the s^tem ents of the delegates works 
satisfactorily. Another resolution fa­ 
vors legislation prohibiting the sale of 
game killed in tiie northwestern state.s. 
Several game wardens 
spoke on this 
point, insisting that an identical m eas­ 
ure should be introduced In the legisla­ 
ture of each state at the earliest session 
In order to protect game that Is now 
being rapidly exterminated. Yesterday 
afternoon 
the 
conference 
discussed 
measures for the protection of fish. 


The conference concluded its labors 
last night. 
A permanent organization 
was effected to be known as the In ­ 
terstate Game and Fish Protective asso­ 
ciation. 
Senator J. II. Green, of W is­ 
consin, was elected president. The asso­ 
ciation advocates the enactment of uni­ 
form game and fish laws for the north­ 
western states.

It 
praised the bravery of B ritish and n a ­ 
tive troops in the Indian border w ars; 
recommended the extension of relief to

promised a bill giving more civil liberty 
to the Irish people, and urged upon the 
house of commons the need of very 
liberal appropriations for arm y and 
navy. Consequently the house of lords 
was crowded last night when it recon­ 
vened after the form al afternoon ses­ 
sion. 
All the galleries were filled be­ 
fore business began in the house H enry 
White, secretary of the United States 
em bassy, and Mrs. W hite, and Jam es 
R. C arter, 
second 
secretary of the 
United States embassy, 
wpre in the 
diplom atic gallery. The Prince of W ales 
and the Duke of York were present. 


K lrat»erly O pens th e DlRcuHHlon. 


A fter the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne had been moved 
and seconded the Earl of Kimberly, the 
opposition leader in the house of lords; 
replied th a t he regarded the local gov­ 
ernm ent of Ireland as being one of the 
m ost Im portant subjects of the queen’s 
speech, and while he regarded the gov­ 
ernm ent 
m easure 
favorably he was 
compelled to add th at the Liberal party 
rem ained of the opinion th at the only 
w ay to perm anently satisfy Ireland wns 
by establishing home lule. 
The eari 
m ildly criticised the governm ent’s policy 
in the Soudan, W est Africa and the far 
east, but he said he wished to extract 
no em barrassing inform ation. W hen a 
cabinet m inister, however, spoke of war, 
he thought it tim e parliam e|it was told 
plainly w hat was m eant.

The M arquis of Salisbury then arose, 
and fortifying himself with a glass of 
* water and leaning his? hands upon the 
table which separated him from the op­ 
position. bc-gan in low, conversational 
■ tones, as if addressing Lord Kimberly 
alone. 
The first announcem ent which 
provoked “H ear, hear,” was th a t before 
m any m onths he hoped th a t their ef­ 
forts in E gypt would re.sult in the cap­ 
ture of K hartoum . 
W hen the prem ier 
reached the question of China there 
w as a m urm ur of expectancy. The pa­ 
cific assurances ho gave were received 
with evident approval and relief. 
The 
marquis said: 
"I will not ui?e a word 
which seem s to grate on the noble earl’s 
ears, but 1 may say there Is no effort 
which this country 
would not m ake 
rather th an lose our treaty rights.

K objection and then dismiss it, thereby 
•topping aside for the man of earnent 
thought to go in and amuss a fortune. 
Professor Matlicws, of the Chicago Uni- 
. versijby, in speaking of a clasn of men 
|t who never get rich for want of cour­ 
age, says, “Thoir understanding is of 
that baiting, balancing kind, wtiicb 
gives a man just enough liirlit to see 
difHoulties and start doubts, but not 
enough to surmount the one or remove 
the other.”
